COINS  WITH  BIBLE  NARRATIVE 
* * * * 

THE  FIRST  COIN  MENTIONED  IN 
THE  BIBLE 

At  about  51*9  B.  C.  Croesus,  king 
of  Lydia,  challenged  Cyrus,  king 
of  Medo-Persia,  to  a trial  of  war. 
Croesus1  reign  of  Lydia  had  been 
remarkably  prosperous,  so  that  his 
name  had  become  a synonym  for 
wealth;  he  was  the  Croesus  of  "rich 
as  Croesus"  fame.  Up  to  that  time 
he  had  never  experienced  defeat. 
Overloaded  with  ego  he  blundered 
into  that  folly  of  challenging 
Cyrus,  and  lost  Lydia  to  him.  Then 
Cyrus  pressed  on  and  took  the  whole 
of  Asia  Minor.  Croesus  and  his 
kingdom  went  down  between  51*9  and 
51*7  B.  C.  About  ten  years  later 
came  the  Feast  of  Belshazzar  over 
in  Babylon:  "MENE,  MENE,  TEKEL, 

UPHARSIN."  Belshazzar  saw  a Hand, 
writing  those  words  of  doom  upon 
the  wall  of  his  banquet  hall.  It 
required  the  Jewish  captive  Daniel 
to  tell  him  what  the  words  meant: 

"MENE;  God  hath  numbered  thy 
kingdom,  and  finished  it. 

"TEKEL;  thou  art  weighed  in 
the  balances,  and  art  found 
wanting. 

"PERES;  Thy  kingdom  is  divided 
and  given  to  the  Medes  and 
Persians. 

***** 

"In  that  night  was  Belshazzar 
the  king  of  the  Chaldeans 
slain."  (Dan.  5;  25-30) 

What  a powerful  example  that  night 
is  of  God's  ability  to  consummate 
a situation  ! No  wonder  our  radio 
announcers  often  short-cut  on  time 
by  saying  tersely:  "Now  that  is  the 
handwriting  on  the  wall." 

When  the  sun  arose  the  morning 
after  that  feast,  Belshazzar  lay 
dead  in  his  lost  city;  it  had  pass- 
ed under  the  rule  of  Cyrus*,  king 
of  Medo-Persia. 

Ten  years  earlier,  when  Cyrus  de- 
feated Croesus  and  took  Lydia,  then 
all  of  Asia  Minor,  Cyrus  became 
acquainted  with  coins.  He  soon 
seized  the  mint  at  Sardis,  capital 
of  Lydia,  and  put  its  moneyers  to 
work  at  making  coins  for  his  east- 
ern lands.  How  he  did  like  the 
idea  of  coins  as  a medium  of  trade  ! 

Now  that  he  had  taken  Babylon, 
his  eastern  lands  included  Baby- 
lonia, and  there  flowed  into  these 
dominions,  where  were  the  captive 
tribes  of  Israel,  vast  quantities 
of  gold  darics  and  of  the  silver 
sigloi,  which  was  almost  exactly 
like  it,  except  for  the  difference 
in  metal.  Twenty  sigloi  were  re- 
quired to  equal  one  daric  in  value. 
The  siglos  is  not  mentioned  in  the 
Bible,  but  it  belongs  with  the 
study  of  the  daric.

FIRST  COIN  MENTIONS)  IN  BIBLE 

The  image  on  the  daric  and  the 
agios  is  probably  not  that  of  the 
king,  but  merely  represents  king- 
ship.  On  the  obverse  of  these 
coins  is  his  royal  personage  ap- 
parently speeding  to  war.  He  has  a 
queer  little  crown  on  his  head,  a 
drawn  bow  in  his  left  hand,  a spear 
in  his  right,  and  a quiver  full  of 
arrows  flung  across  his  back.  The 
reverse  has  only  the  incuse. 

The  Jewish  captives  became  ac- 
quainted with  these  coins  - the 
first  coins  they  ever  held  in  their 
hands.  Yes,  throughout  Babylonia 
the  Jewish  captives  learned  to 
know  and  to  like  darics  and  sigloi, 
and  when  Cyrus  gave  them  permission 
to  return  to  their  loved  homeland 
and  to  build  a new  Temple  in  place 
of  the  Temple  of  Solomon  which 
Nebuchadnezzar  had  destroyed  - -for 
Isaiah  more  than  a hundred  years 
before  Cyrus  was  born  had  foretold 
his  name  and  that  he  would  say  to 
Jerusalem: 

"Thou  shall  be  built;  and  to 
the  temple.  Thy  foundation 
shall  be  laid,"  (is.  UI; : 28)  — 
they  brought  with  them  to  the  Holy 
City  vast  numbers  of  these  Persian 
coins,  536  B.  C. 

Of  the  first  caravan,  the  caravan 
led  by  Zerubbabel  (ze-rub1  ba-bel) 
we  read: 

"And  some  of  the  chief  of  the 
fathers,  when  they  came  to  the 
house  of  the  Lord  which  is  at 
Jerusalem,  offered  freely  for 
the  house  of  God.... three 
score  and  one  thousand  drama.." 
(Ezra  2:  68,  69) 

A dram  was  a daric.  The  AUTHORIZED 
VERSION  calls  them  drama.  The 
AMERICAN  REVISED  caL  Is  them  darics. 

At  the  time  of  the  coming  of  the 
second  caravan  - - that  was  when 
Ezra  came  - - they  brought  "twenty 
basons  of  gold,  of  a thousand 
drams...."  (Ezra  8:  27)  That  is, 
the  basons  were  of  the  value  of  a 
thousand  darics. 

"And  some  of  the  chief 
of  the  fathers  gave  unto 
the  work.  The  Tirshatha 
(tir1  sha-tha)  gave  to  the 
treasure  a thousand  drams 
of  gold... And  some  of  the 
chief  of  the  fathers  gave 
to  the  treasure  of  work 
twenty  thousand  drams  of 
gold,  and  two  thousand  and 
two  hundred,  pound  of  silver." 
(Neh.  7:  70,  71) 

The  Tirshatha  was  the  title  borne 
by  Zerubbabel  and  Nehemiah  as 
Persian  governors  over  Judaea. 

"And  that  which  the  rest  of 
the  people  gave  w as  twenty 
thousand  drams  of  gold,  and 
two  thousand  pound  of 
silver..."  (Neh.  7:  72)

THE  ALABAMA  HALF  DOLLAR 

Alabama,  a name  derived  from  the 
Indian,  denotes  "Here  We  Rest," 
which  is  now  the  State's  motto. 
Alabama  was  admitted  to  the  Union 
on  December  lU,  1819,  and  centen- 
nial celebrations  were  held  through- 
out the  State  in  1919  and  1920. 

A commemorative  half-dollar  was 
authorized  by  Congress  at  the  same 
time  the  Act  for  the  Maine  Centen- 
nial coin  was  passed,  but  the  Ala- 
bama pieces  were  not  struck  until 
the  close  of  1921,  two  years  after 
the  event  they  were  to  commemorate. 

The  coin  was  designed  by  Mrs. 

Laura  Gardin  Fraser  of  New  York.The 
pieces  were  first  put  on  sale  in 
Birmingham,  Alabama • on  the  morning 
of  October  26,  during  the  visit  of 
President  Harding  to  that  city. 

They  were  later  distributed  by  the 
various  banks  in  the  State  at  $1.00 
each.  The  profit  from  the  sale  was 
used  for  historic  and  monumental 
purposes.  Although  the  Act  au- 
thorized 100,000  pieces,  only 
70,000  were  coined.  There  are  two 
varities.  6,006  pieces  were  first 
struck  in  October  with  figure  22 
and  a Saint  Andrew's  Cross,  (2x2) 
back  of  the  head  of  Governor  Kilby. 
The  Saint  Andrew's  Cross  is  the 
emblem  on  the  Alabama  State  flag, 
which  in  turn  was  taken  from  the 
Confederate  battle  flag.  The  22  de- 
notes that  Alabama  was  the  22nd 
state  to  enter  the  Union.  6U,038 
pieces  were  coined  in  December, 1921, 
without  the  "2x2"  of  which  5,000 
were  remelted,  leaving  59,038  out- 
standing. 

Obverse : the  busts  of  William 
Wyatt  Bibb,  the  first  Governor  of 
the  State,  and  Thomas  E.  Kilby, 
the  centennial  Governor-,  facing 
left;  beneath  in  small  letters, 
"Bibb-1921-Kilby. " 22  stars  are 

displayed  in  symmetrical  arrange- 
ment to  signify  the  22nd  state  ad- 
mitted to  the  Union.  At  top, 

"United  States  of  America,"  — "In 
God  We  Trust"}  at  bottom,  "Half 
Dollar." 

Reverse:  The  seal  of  Alabama,  an 
eagle  to  left  with  raised  wings, 
arrows  in  its  talons}  in  back,  the 
United  States  shield.  In  eagle's 
beak  a ribbon  with  the  State's  motto 
"Here  lie  Rest,"  above,  "State  of 
Alabama";  below,  "1819  Centennial 
1919";  in  left  field,  "LGF, " the 
initials  of  the  artist. 

The  portrait  of  Governor  Kilby  on 
this  piece  caused  much  comment.  It 
was  the  first  portrayal  of  a living 
person  on  a coin  of  our  country.
